Citizens of “Round Pond, Pond, Okla., Do Up a 


Train.

WELLINGTON (Kan.,) June 6.—The 
trouble which has been brewing: between 
the citizens of Roung Pond, Okla., and the 
Rock Island Company ever since the town 
of Pond ‘Creek sprang up and the company 
placed its depot there, took a sensational 
turn today when a farm wagon was placed 
on the track to,stop a train of stock. 
The train. out right through the wagon, 
but was ditched a little further on, 150 
yards of track. having been torn up.’ 

Twelve cars of cattle ‘were ditched but 
‘the trainmen escaped without injury. The 
meager reports reccited say citizens in 
Round Pond are massing ‘with Winches- 
ters. Armed forces have been dispatched 
} by the railroad from this division and 
also from the division south of Round 
Pond to fix the track. 

THE | RAILROAD. ASKS HELP. 

GUTHRIE (Okla.,) June 6.—A telegram 
arrived at the. Governor’s office tonight 
from the officials.of the Rock Island Ra‘l- 
Way appealing for help to protect their 
property and thé lives of their ge oe 
at Round Pond, where a mob has place 
obstructions upon the track and torn fhe 


tracks up because the company would not 
stop the trains there. 

The people, it is said, are desperate and 
threaten to hang any one who attempts 
to repair the tracks. In the absence of 
the Governor, Lieut.-Gov. Lowe called on 
United States Marshal Nix and he left 
for the scene tonight with a large posse. 
The War Department ! wilt also bé called 
on for troops, 


OUT OF PLACE. 
‘Patrick Dowd Returns to Find His Wife Mar- 
tled Again. 

NEWARK (N.J.,) June 6.—When Pat- 
rick Dowd, after an absence of twenty- 
seven years, turned up at his home in 
this city he found his wife had been mar- 
ried thirteen years to Thomas Higgins. 
Mrs. Dowd-Higgins received a_letter four- 
teen years ago from the Chief of Police of 
Louisville, Ky., saying her husband died 
at St. Louis.of yellow fever. 

When Dowd arrived Mrs. Higgins recog- 
nized him and fell in a faint. Dowd told 
Higgins to get out. Mrs. Higgins will ap- 
ply for a divorce from Dowd on the ground 
of desertion. wd has been living. in 
Custer county, Mont. He says he fre- 


quently te.to his sons, but they kept 
it from their mother.

The Little Mine Attacked by 
400 Mea, 


Miners Shot Down and the Shaft 
Fired. | 


The Cripple Creek Belligerents Surrender—A 
Serious Situation at Canfbridge, | 
0.—Indiana Miners to 
Be Arrested. 


Associated Press Leased-wilre Service. 

PEKIN (lll.,) June 6.—There was a 
bloody battle at Little’s coal-mine, five 
miles down the Illinois River, today. 
Word was received here that 500 miners 
from the west of the river were about to 
attack the mine. Shefiff Frederick swore 
in a posse and set out for the scene. The 
strikers had assembled at Bentonville and. 
There were 
about 400 men and some women. The 
Sheriff remonstrated with the mob in vain. 

‘The leader of the strikers with a re- 
volver in each hand, cried out: ‘‘Follow 
me,” and the crowd cheered. The two 
Littles and their sons and a colored man 
retreated: to the lower shaft and opened 
fire on the attacking party. The fire was 
returned and several shots were fired into 
the shaft. Little hoisted a white flag, but 
the firing did not cease.. The shaft was 
set on fire and it was. feared that the 
powder-house would be fired so the crowd 
retreated.

JACK JACKSON, colored miner. 

ED BLOOM, one of. the strikers.

PETER LITTLE, of the besieged parity, 
the former shot in the breast, probably 
fatally; the latter in the arm. 

Half a dozen were slightly hurt. There 
are a number of miners in the shaft who, 
ft is feared, are suffocated. Among them 
are Gus and Fred Moritz and John 
‘Rockey. The Sheriff and posses haye re- 
turned from the, scene, nvahig to’ with 
‘the mot.”

'The early reports that a number of 
men were in the Little shaft when the 
buildings were destroyed appear to” have 
been unfounded. 


CRIPPLE CR ERK. 


No Battle Likely Uniess 
Discovercd. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) June 6.— 
There will be no battle between the forti- 
fied union miners on B&ll Hill and the 
army .of deputy sheriffs who are now en- 
camped on Beaver Creek, less than five 
miles from Bull Hill, unless a treachcrous 
move is made by one side or the cther. 

The aspect of affairs was decidedly war- 
like until 3 o’clock this afternoon. Al- 
though the deputies cut all the telegraph 
lines between this city and Midland, the 
miners were quickly informed by their 
scouts of the advance of the Sheriff’s force, 
and prepared: for battle. They were will- 
ing. to surrender to the. militia, but de- 
clared they would never submit to arrest 
until the troops arrived. Mayor Lindsay 
ang President Parker of the First National 
Bank called up Sheriff Bowers by tele- 
phone, and begged him to stop the depu- 
ties until the troops could reach the camp. 
The Sheriff adhered to this, and there is 
every reason to believe that there will 
be no further hostilities. 

Alexander McIntosh, representing the 
‘miners, announced that they would lay 
down their arms immediately on the arrival! 
of the State troops.. The deputies will 
follow the troops to the miners’ camp and 
serve warrants, which they are said to hold 
for two hundred strikers. 

DEPUTIES LEAVE DIVIDE. 


DIVIDE (Colo.;) June 6.—Twelve hun- 
dred deputies left here at 2 o’clock for 
Cripple Creek under command of a young 
military man, whose name is not known. 
Nawspaper correspondents were locked up 
to prevent news from getting out. Gen. 
Charles Adams is in command of 200 cav- 
alry men. It is the intention to camp at 
Beaver Park and send a committee in 
Bull Hill to demand the surrender of cer- 
tain strikers. If the request is refused 
an attack will be made on the strikers’ 
stronghold. 

It is expected that the strikers will ca- 
pitulate or a battle be fought before the 
troops can reach Cripple’ Creek, owjng to 
washouts on the railroads. Soon after the 
departure of deputies heavy firing was 
heard. It is supposed a fight tone place 
with skirmishers. 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) June 6.—The 
strikers’ pickets early today encountered 
400 deputies near Gillette, five miles from 
Bull Hill. All miners’ outposts are being 
drawn in and preparations made for battle 
at Bull Hill. 

Deputies reached Beaver Park; five 
miles from Bull Hill. If they go on there 
will be a battle: The miners will resist. 
eny attempt to make arrests until the 
strike is fully settled and and the mines 
reopened. After that they say the Sheriff 
can have any miners he wants. 

TROOPS STRANDED. 


‘COLORADO SPRINGS, June 6.—Troops 
are stranded here, owing to washouts of 
railroads. They will not be able to reach 
Bull Hill by way of Florence, and may be 
sent over the Midland road. ,

DENVER, June 6.—Rev. Myron Reed, 
one of the most popular ministers of this 


city, resigned from the pastorate of the 


First Congregational Church today. _ The 
step is taken because of exceptions taken 
to some of his remarks made in the pulpit 
last Sunday evening, in which he criti- 
cised the Cripple Creek mine owners. Mr. 
Reed is a prominent member of the G.A.R., 

and four years ago ran for Congress on the 
Democratic ticket. 


AROUND M’KEESPORT. 


The Mob Makes a March for the Duquesne 
Works. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
M‘KEESPORT (Pa.,) June 6.—No attempt 
Was made to start up the tube works to- 
day. Strikers are swarming around the 
works and depots. ' Trouble will follow any 
attempt to” introduce new workingmen or 
The Eastern deputies expected 
at daybreak did not come. It is said the 
company will not try to resume for the 
present. 
About 11 o’clock some one went among 
the strikers and announced that men were 
working at the slack piles across the river. 


A rush was made by one or two hundred. 


men. The tipple of John Davitt came 
down before their onslaught, and from 
there the crowd made a break for the 
new tipple being erected by John Mcin- 
tyre above, which met the same fate. 
These slack piles have not been made use 
of for years, but scarcity of coal has made 
apparent their usefulness. 

The city was half deserted this afternoon 
by the departure of 2000 strikers to Cam- 
den, three miles south, to destroy coal 
tipples, the object being to eflist striking 
miners in their cause. Capt. McIntyre 
narrowly escaped lynching at the hands 
of a mob which destroyed the Port View 
tipples. General Manager Converse states 
that no deputy sheriffs have been asked 


‘for and no men will be imported to start 


the works. 7 
Strikers obtained thirty large cannons, 
two of which were used by Homestcad 
strikers two years ago. They were planted 
apart and manned by eight men each.

Mayor Andre has» issued a proclamation 
cautioning the people not to congregate 
on the streets or aréund the works. 

At 2:30 o’clock 6090 strikers carrying 
pit lamps left Duquesne to burn ‘tipples. 
They threaten to cut all barges on the 
Yiver as they march down. Mayor Andre 
issued’ another proclamation at 3 o'clock 
commanding all unemployed to stop con- 
gregeting on the streets under penalty of 
arrest, and ordering all saloons and whole- 
houses to close until further 
orders. The situation is most critical. 
The strikers’ cannon command the bridge 
and railroads, and will fire upon any depu- 
ties brought in sight. 

When the mob reached Duquesne it had 
increa*ed to 6009 strikers and sympathiz- 
ers. With yells they. attacked the Du- 
quesne Tube Works, drove all the men 
out of the plant, drew the fires and ran 
the hot metal from the furnaces out on 
the floors. The reasons the strikers give 
for their action is that the works were 
using scab coal. As the strikers left one 
of the men threw a plank in front of the 
train, nearly derailing it. They left thé 
mill om a run and started back over the 
the pits in Mifflin township. 
At midnight the town is quiet and the 


hard-worked crowd is recruiting strength, 


probably for another raid tomorrow. A 
striker named Lauterback, who was in- 
jured yesterday, died at the hospital to- 
night. 

TOOK POSSESSION 

PUNXSATAWNEY (Pa.,) June 6.—One 
hundred and forty members of the Coal 
and Iron Company’s police have taken pos- 
session of the mines Nos. 1 and 6, hear 
Horatio. Rumors are rife that a large 
force of operators will be imported, and 
trouble is feared.

PORTLAND (Or.,) June 6.—News has 
been received from the Upper Columbia 
region which indicates that the worst of 
the flood is over. Snake River is falling, 
In this 
city the water will probably reach the 
thirty-three-foot mark by noon. On Front 
street the water is deep enough for navi- 
gation of the largest-sized river craft. At 
Ash street it is séven and a half feet 
deep. Many docks have disappeared and 
are only kept from floating by heavy loads 
of machinery, etc., stored thereon. 

On the East Side one can count a dozen 
buildings in the flooded district ready to 
go down. At The Dalles the river is 
58.3 feet ,above low water. The only 
houses .doing business are groceries and 
markets. The water is nearly three. feet 
deep on the floor of the postoffice. A swift 
current is running through town, and it 
is feared that many buildings 
washed from «their foundations. Hotels 
are in the water to the second story. 
Thirty blocks are under water, and a rise 
of a few more feet will inundate the en- 
tire portion of the town under the bluff.

News from -down the ‘Columbia River 
shows a most deplorable condition of af- 
fairs.

Houses have been 
carried away, farms inundated and crops 
destroyed. There has been great loss of 
stock. Anything approximating an esti- 
mate of the damage is utterly impossible. 
Sauvies Island is entirely submerged anc 
crops destroyed. The loss is very heavy 
and will leave a great many in destitute 
circumstances. Suffering and want pre- 
vail among the families of many ranchers. 

Up the Columbia the floods have de- 
stroyed the prospects of this season’s sal- 
mon fishing. All the fish-wheels . have 
either been carried away or destroyed. 

At police headquarters this morning 
Ch‘ef of Police Hunt detailed scveral offi- 
cers to visit the northern part of the city 
in boats to seck out families in distress. 
The poor, however, are mostly being cared 
for in various parts of the city by friends 
and charitably-dispos2:d people. The sus- 
pension of operation on all the street- 
car lines, excepting the Second-street road, 
fs growing to be a seriois inconvenience 
to thousands cf people, and particularby 
those living in the east-side suburbs. The 
companies will directly and indirectly suf- 
fer a loss of mony thousands of dollars. 

Chief Engineer Buchtel this morning 
caused another engine to be placel on a 
barge.

At 10 o’clock tonight the river here is 
stationary, and will undoubtedly begin to 
fall by morning. During ten hours today 
the rise was only one-tenth of a foot, and 
reports from Hastern Oregon state that 
the Columbia and Snake rivers are rapidly 
falling. The damage will be apparent when 
the water begins to fall. Nearly every 
dock in the city has been floated out of 
place, and when the water recedes they 
will settle down and many of them will 
collapse. Sawmills are heavy losers by 
reason of immense quantities of lumber 

d logs floating out. 
he er as learned not a life has been 
lost in this vicinity. Tonight thousands 
of pleasure-seekers are out on First, Sec- 
ond, Third and Fourth streets in boats. 
Many business men in the flooded district 
will be ruined. They, neglected to raise 
their stocks and move out before the water 
reached them, and when the demand for 
boats and wagons exceeded the supply 
they were unable to secure assistance. 

The Union Pacific is practically a wreck 
between this city and Umatilla, a distance 
of 200 miles. Much of their rolling stock 
is also damaged. In this city many en- 
gines are standing in four feet of water, 
and at The Dalles a number of engines 
are under water except the smoke-stacks.

President Pearsall Finds Fault With Califor- 


nia Quarantine Laws.

NIAGARA (N. Y.,) June 6.—President 
Pearsall of Fort Scott, Kan., at the Na- 
tional Convention of Nurserymen at Ni- 
agara Falls, in his address, called atten- 
tion to ‘unfair and restrictive legis- 
lation.”” The quarantine and inspection 
laws first passed by California has been 
adopted by other Pacific Coast States, and 


even Colorado has followed in the 
van. These laws, while passed 
under the guise of quarantine 
and inspection, really are in- 


tended to, and do, place an embargo upon 
shipments of nursery stocks into those 
States. This creates a monopoly for 
growers there, while excluding 
better-grown and healthier stock 
than raised within their 
If these laws were amended so as 
to provide for the appointment of in- 
spectors outside of those States at the ex- 
pense of the shipper, so the seller could 
have his stock inspected before shipment, 
then both buyer and seller could know 
what to rely upon and there would be an 
element of fairness in such laws. 
Another way to eliminate the discrimi- 
nating features of such !aws would be to 
get an act passed providing for free trade 
between the States, and in such act make 
it mandatory upon States passing such in- 
spection laws upon these trees and plants 
to provide for the inspection of such 
property outside of the State at such rail- 
road point as may be designated by par- 
ties to ship such trees and plants; the 
shipper to pay all such expenses of such 
inspection at the rate charged for simf-

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The claim 
for $15,000,000 filed against the Stanford 
estate by Atty:-Gen. Olney as a prelimi- 
nary step to force the government’s claim 
against the original holders:of the Cen- 
tral Pacific grant, has caused the great- 
It is now learned that 
the government's claim was presented May 
26, but that an attempt was made to keep 
the proceedings secret, in order that the 
financial operations of the estate need not 
be embarrassed. 
_ The late Senator Stanford’s estate was 
recently appraised at $17,600,000. Since 
the appraisement heavy obligations have 
been met, and it is stated now that the 
enforcement of the government’s claim 
would practically wipe out the estate, not 


only leaving the widow penniless, but cut- 


ting off all the beneficiaries under the 


late Senator’s will, including the endow- 


ment of $2,500,000 to Stanford University. 
It is even said that the estate after the 
liquidation of its acknowledged debts may 
not equal the amount claimed by the gov- 
ernment. In this event Senator Stanford’s 
deed of trust, under which Stanford Uni- 
versity was founded, would not stand in 
case the decision of the courts should be 
in’ favor. of the government, and Stanford 
University would necessarily be sacrificed 
to satisfy the judgment. : 

Mrs. Stanford, in an interview, has 
stated that the government’s claim ‘will 
be resisted to the fullest extent of her 
abi ity. She regards the proceedings .in 
the nature of a test case and was not 
surprised at the filing of the claim. Fur- 
ther than these statements she would not 
talk. An idea of the probable defense 
was given last night by Mr. Wilson, one 
of Mrs. Stanford’s attorneys. In an in- 
terview he said: : 

“The opinion of the Attorney-General cf 
the United States is entitled to a great 
deal of consideration, but+«he is proceed- 
ing on a wrong assumption. I am free 
to say that I do not think the government 
will ever be able to collect anything from 
the estate of the late Leland Stanford. 
The government issued bonds to assist in 
the construction of the -Ceniral Pacific 
Railroad, but neither Mr. Stanford nor any 
one else ever agreed to pay the govern- 
ment back.

FROM THE ORIENT. 
The Black Plague Rapidly Spreading—The 
Corean

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The steam- 
ship China arrived today from the Orient, 
bringing Chinesé;advices to May 16, and 


Plague at Canton, Hongkong and else- 
where in China has spread with great ra- 
pidity, and both natives and foreign colo- 
nies are in a state bordering on panic. 
The ravages of the pestilence have been 
aggravated by a drought extending over 
eight months.. Just before the steamer 
sailed from Hongkong the epidemic as- 
sumed a virulént form, and in six hours 
thirty-three deaths were reported. Offi- 
cers have been detailed to look after the 
bodies of the dead found in the. houses 
and- on the streets. The plague had its 
crigin in filth and dirt, and thrives best 
in the poorer quarters. It is similar to 
typhus.

HOTTER EVEN..THAN ST. LOUIS. 


A Spot in Persia Where the Thermometer 
Shows 130 in the Shade. 

The hottest region on the earth’s surface 
is on the southwestern coast of Persia, on 
the borders of the Persian Gulf, says an 
exchange. For forty consecutive days in 
the months of July and August*the mer- 
cury has been known to stand above 100 
deg. in the shade night and day, and to 
run up as high as 130 deg. in the middle 
of the afternoon. At Bahrin, in the center 
of the most torrid part or the most torrid 
belt, as, though it were nature’s intention 
to make the place as unbearable. as pos- 
sible, water from wells is‘something un- 
known. Great shafts ‘have been sunk to x 
depth of 500 feet, but always with the same 
result—no water. Notwithstanding this 
serious drawback, a numerous population 
‘contrives to live there, thanks to copious 
springs, which. burst forth from the bot- 
tom of the gulf more than a mile from 
the shore. The water from these springs 
is obtained in a most curious and novel 
manner. Machadores, whose sole occupa- 
tion is that of furnishing the: people of 
Bahrin with the life-giving fluid, repair to 
that portion of the gulf where the springs 
are situated and bring away with them 
hundreds of skin bags full of the water 
each day. The water of the gulf where 
the springs burst forth is nearly two hun- 
dred feet deep, but the 
divers—manage to-fill their goat-skin sacks 
by diving to the bottom and holding the 


this, too, without allowing the salt water 
of the guif to mix with it. The source 
of these submarine fountains is thought 


away. Being situated at the bottom of the 
gulf, it is a mystery how they were ever 
discovered, but the fact remains they have 
been known since the dawn of history.

BRIDGE WORK 
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READJUSTMENT. 


A Dutch Stockholder Says Nothing Should 
Be Done Until the Government's 
_ Claim is Satistied—The Plan 
Outlined, 


NEW YORK, June 6.—H. M. Bossevain, 
the representative of the Dutch stock- 
holders of the Union Pacific and auxiliary 
lines and an active member of the reor- 
ganization committee, will leaye for Europe 
tomorrow..’ He expects to be back in New 
York as soon as Congress will have taken 
action in regard to the settlement of the 
government debt. Boissevain makes the 
following statement as to the progress made 
by the committee, which is the first authori- 
tative statement of the proposed reorganiza- 
tion. 

The committee has concluded that any 
plan of reorganization must be based on a 
readjustment of the debt to the United 
States, and that nu reorganization would 
be practicable until after the settlement 
eof the terms of such readjustment. The 
debt to the United States, with interest, 
amounts to about $70,000,000, and this 
debt,. together with that owing on the 
prior first-mortgage bonds, in all amount- 
ing to about $33,000,000, will mature at 
several dates before the year 1899, and 
must necessarily be provided for in any 
reorganization. It is his opinion that the 
system can be reorganized upon a safe 
basis, and with justice to all security- 
holders, provided the claims of the United 
States can be settled substantially upon 
the following terms: ; 

First—The delivery to the United States 
of 100-year bonds bearing interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum for the en- 
tire amount of the debt, including both 
principal and interest computed to ma- 
turity, such bonds to be secured by a 
mortgage on the main line and Kansas 
Pacific divisions of the Union Pacific Com- 
pany, including the Omaha bridge and ter-

Second—The securities now held by the

Pessimistic Conclusion.

BERLIN, June 6.—In a speech closing

His small antagonisms and perennial 
self-seeking have impaired his usefulness

and unfitted him for the larger sphere in 


which he seeks to figure. He has made 
a direct personal appeal to the delegates 
for support; but these gentlemen’ are to 
sit as judges, as arbiters in an important 
political matter, as well as in the capac- 
ity of honored servants of their constitu- 
ents, whose will they are bound to obey.

The conviction is beginning to obtain 
among them, as we hear on many sides, 
that the very wisest and best possible

With the best interests of the party at 
heart, the delegates will not be likely to 
vote for a man who pefsists in thrusting 
his personal ambitions into the contest, re- 
gardless of the effect thereon, and who is 
constantly demanding ‘‘recognition”’ at the 


} hands of a party which is no man’s servant 


or paymaster. 
These oft-repeated importunities for 
place and “pap’’ on Mr. Osborne’s part 
have become tiresome to Republicans, and 
they resent his effrontery. His various 
chases after Federal and State offices, 
high and low—now numbering seven or 
eight distinct hunts within half as many 
years, and all of them unsuccessful save 
one—have not laid a proper foundation for 
the distinction which he seeks today at 
the hands cf his Republican fellow-citi- 
zens. On the contrdry, the reverse is con- 
sidered to be the case. 
It is probably true that the average Re- 
publican delegate, who is a considerate and 
amiable “man as a, rule, might, at first 
blush, with a type-written and personally- 
signed petition before him, asking for his 
vote on personal grounds purely, be in- 
clined to waive objections, pass by the 
claims of better men, disregard both merit 
and expediency, and vote compliance with 
a mere personal, private solicitation—an 
appeal to “Help me, Cassius,.or I sink!” 
‘But when that delegate. stops to think, 
to consider the casé on the merits; to 
bring his cool judgment up against his 
inclination to simply .do the amiable 
without regard to the personal merits and 
the political considerations involved; when 


he comes to reflect that in voting for dele- |

gate-at-large he is voting for the whole 


county, aiding to express its delib- 
érate choice, aiding to voice its 
sentiments before the assembled Re- 
publicans of California, he will 


hesitate, revise his original intention, re- 


_ | verse his original purpose, and cast his vote |» 


for some man who can justly be called a 
fair representative of the great body of 
Republicans of a great county. He will, 
in short, vote against H. Z. Osborne. 

Such will ‘be, as indications now 
plainly point, the course of most of the 
thinking delegates in today’s convention 
on the subject of deleate-at-large. They 
will resent the impudent swinging of Mr. 
Osborne’s factionist ,club in their faces, 
defy his dictatorial commands, declare 
their own independence, and vote for a. 


| better man. 


Since the foregoing was written, the 
fact develops that Mr. Osborne’s personal 
egotism and greedy, grasping demands 
upon the convention are more insufferable 
than ever. He does not even say “By 
your leave” to a body of 500 representa- 
tive Republicans, but impudently calls ‘ 
upon them, by inference, to elect him a 
delegate-at-large, whether or no, for the 
sake of the “personal vindication’? which 
he thinks such election would give him! 

Suppose the convention refuses? Suppose 
it should say, as it will, in effect: “Mr. 
Osborne, we know nothing about your 
grievances, your private ambitions, your 
lofty political aspirations, your. petty 
spites, or your alleged ‘claims’ upon this 
convention or upon the Republican party. 
We only know that you have been repudi- 
ated by your own ward, and, in common 
decency, you ought to go a little slow on 
this floor, where you do not belong as a 
delegate. We havé many persons and 
many interests to consider here today; 
we cannot consider your interests or 
wishes exclusively, to the detriment of 
larger subjects or better men. We de- 
cline to take orders from you, and are indif- 
ferent both to blandishnfents and threats, 
direct or oblique. We refuse to surrender 
this arena to awkward political ‘scrap- 
pers’ like yourself, whose only aim is 
to contend over minor personal matters, of 
no special concern to the Reptiblican party, 
and only productive of discord and bad 
blood. No one besides yourself has made 
such a demand upon us, and your game of 
bluff won’t work on THIS body. You 
must excuse us, Mr. Osborne, for we have 
business, and lots of it, before us.” . . . 
(A delegate. ‘‘Mr. Chairman, I call for the 
regular order.’’) 

‘Suppose, we say, that uneasy Osborne 
of the Oxpress should have the riot act 
read to him in this neat but not gaudy 
Suppose nobody 
pays any attention to his. “bluff,” how is 
he going td get a hearing? Suppose he 
attempts to exhibit his bruised cabeza in 
public, and the convention won’t have it, 

Certainly he can get no aid in this 
quarter in his frantic. effort to create a 
petty, personal disturbance in the con- 
vention today, or in the Republican party. 
His bluff is met with indifference and con- 
tempt. 


It will be lamentable if Breckinridge’s 
district has not enough staunch morality 
to withstand the seductions of his oratory, 
but it looks woefully as if his  silver- 
tongued speech would be sufficient to over- 
come its prejudice against him. It is a 
shameful spectacle to see a crowd of 4000 
people greeting this lecherous scoundrel 
with such applause ‘‘that he could not 
commence his speech for fifteen minutes,” 
as was the case at Frankfort on the 4th 
inst. Is it.true that the spirit of 
partisan politics is stronger in Kentucky 
than Southern chivalry and Southern man- 
hood?

The Republican County 
Convention Today. 


Full List of Delegates Received 
Up to Last Evening. 
The Three Leading Candidates for 
‘the Chairmanship, 


The Lindley-Webber Gang “Trying to Secure 
the Organization — Some of the 
Schemes Which They will 

es ‘Try to Work. 


The Republican County Convention will 
meét in Music Hall on South Spring street 
this morning at 10 o’clock. All yesterday 
workmen were busy decorating the hall 
and arranging the seats, and this morning 
everything will be found in readiness for 
the delegates, invited guests and specta- 
tors generally. The convention will be the 
largest ever held in the county, the total 
number of delegates under the call being 
519, of whom 270 are from the county and 
249 from the city. One hundred and fifty 
invitations have been sent out to promi- 
nent citizens, and these, with the commit- 
teemen, members of the press, etc., and 
delegates will occupy the .main floor of 
the hall: The gallery, which will accom- 
modate about five hundred people, will be 
open for the general public. 

The convention. will be called to order 
by Charls Silent, chairman of the County 
Central Committee, after which a tem- 
porary organization will be effected. 
Among those mentioned for the chairman- 
ship are T. W.. Brotherton, 8. G. Millard 
and G,. Wiley Wells, with the chances ‘in 
favor of the first-named, although .Mr. 


Millard has quite a strong following. 


Brotherton has not heretofore taken a 
prominent part in local politics. He is an 
Ohio man, and was regarded as one of the 
foremost lawyers ‘of that State, standing 
high in the estimation of Gov. Foraker 
and others. Hoe is a gvod parliamentarian. 


tion in case he is called upon to preside 
over its deliberations. 

The proceedings throughout promise to 
be very. interesting, and the results will 
be watched with the greatest interest. 
is believed that the convention will be 
one of surprises, and they will be looked 
for all along the line. 

The Webber-Lindley-Burns combination 
have been working like beavers to secure 
enough pledges from delegates who will 
be present in the convention, and by putr- 
chase or influence to secure proxies from 
absentees to hold the balance of power 
and get control of the working machinery.

Santa Monica delegation, if thrown into a 
Supervisor district to select State dele- 
gates, will offset San:Pedro, which is-nat- 
urally opposed to. them. fith_ the Com- 


tion offered which they consider objec- 


tionable.“ A movérnient could be organized 


to defeat the ring by having every resolu- 
tion offered read by the secretary to the 
convention, and then referred to the com- 
mittee. This. would defeat the cut-and- 
dried programme, as any resolution which 
the convention as a whole desire to incor- 
porate in the platform can be called up 
and submitted to the convention for an ex- 
pression of opinion as to its value. 

It is learned as a fact that ‘‘Big Web- 
ber,”’ the gambler, wired Dan Burns in 
San Francisco that he would deliver the 
Los Angeles delegation solid for the Lind- 
ley-Burns-Webber combination. As a re- 
sult of this telegram a prominent ward 
politician in this city yesterday received a 
dispatch from one of Dan Burnes’s lieuten- 
ants to instruct the Los Angeles delega-

! The Road Question. 
CBMPTON (Cal.,) June 4, 1894.—(To the. 
Editor of The Times.) Like Lyman Allen 
I am surprised that your correspondents 
have so little to say about the $750,000 
bond issue for roads. After coming to 
California I missed the gravel beds of the 
‘East, and, looking around for a remedy, 
I noticed that some kinds of soil never 
seemed to cut up with travel, wet or dry. 
So I took alkali soil of this kind from be- 
side the road with a cart-scraper and 
hauled it on one of the sandiest pieces 
of road in our neighborhood. I made this 
kind of road one rod wide, about ten inches 
deep and ten rods Yong. It has been 
& complete success, summer and winter, 
and a pleasure to go over. Now I believe 
some kind of good road dirt could be 
found near enough to évéry sandy or adobe 
road in the county to cover up the sand 
or sticky mud. It seems to me that the 
proposed amount is too large for one job. 
If we should spend say one-fourth of this 
amount on some of our main lines the 
men having it in charge would become 
posted, and the people learn what money 
would do for our roads. Seven hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars means enough 
to build 750 homes worth $1000 each. Be- 
sides, many think that incorporated cities 
and towns would not share in the expense 
and taxes, although all would be bene- 
fited.. All the facts and benefits of such 
a bond issue should be truthfully set forth 
by those who know. Money spent on roads 
as a rule pays largely, but even this 
might be overdone.

FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


Investigating the Charges Against Members 
of the Department. 

The Fire Commission met yesterday 
morning, with a full attendance. 

The routine business was taken. up first 
and the Chief reported that $234 was the 
share of the benefit for the firemen’s relief 
fund from the entertainments given last 
week. 

A claim of A. W. Berry against Engineer 
W. E. Stoermer for $4.55 ‘was referred to 
the Chief,

stating that the City Council had-author- 
ized the commission to purchase six horses, 
was filed, requisitions for horses having 
already been presented. 

A communication from Arthur E. Ols- 
hausen and others, complained in reference 
to the smoke from the engines used to 
pump of] hear wnat is known as Second- 
street Park and asked the board to take 
some action in the matter. The communi- 
cation was referred to committee of the 
whole, it being undérstood the board will 
investigate in a body, 

A petition from C. H. A. Hagerman and 
others, asking that N. Canepa be granted 
permission to erect on his property on the 

est side of San Pedro street, between 

xth and Seventh streets, a building 
to be used as a blacksmith shop, was re- 
ferred to the Chief. 

Applications from H. T. Kenoyer 
Johnson for an appointment as callman, 
were filed. 

The requisitions and demands were ap- 
proved presented.,: 

The investigation of charges against 
_members of ¢he’ department then 
started. The charges of Driver B®. Jeffries 
of engine company No. 8 against Engineer 
J. W. Heany of the same company were 
first considered. 

John Roeder, driver of the hose cart 
for that company, was the first witness. 
He stated there had been a number of 
instances where ‘he believed there had been 
unnecessary delay in getting the engine 
out of the house in response to an alarm. 
In one case where there was a. fire at 
Pico and Vernon streets, they were in- 
formed of it by a milkman. It was early 
in the morning, and Heany refused to go 
out till an. alarm came in, which was 
fourteen minutes later. 

At this point Heany explained that he 
did not go out at first because he thought 
it safer to wait for the alarm. 

J. 8. Sloan, a callman.of the same com- 
pany, being Called, stated there had never 
been any trouble at that engine-house till 
Heany came thére. There had been more 
or less drunkenness there. He remembered 
having seen men named Collins and Hen- 
nessy more or less intoxicated about the 
house. Witness had heard Heany use 
very vulgar and indecent language about 
the house, although he had never addressed 
such language to him (Sloan.) Some of 
this bad language was bad enough to be 
heard by ladies across the. street. 

John Roeder, being recalled stated that, 
about two weeks ago Heany became an- 
gry at him as a result of a dispute and 
threatened to do him bodily violence, and 
at the same time swore at him. Heany 
had also refused to ring the house bell to 
call him (Reeder) when he (Roeder) was 
at meals. 

Assistant Chief McMahon stated that, 
when he visits the engine-house, Heany 
will not recognize him. 

Roeder was recalled. He stated that 
he had been told by Heany not to help 
Jeffries ‘‘hitch up those colts,” but to let 
Jeffries hitch them up himself. He (Roe- 
der) had been laying off since last 
Wednesday in order to keep peace at the 
house. He had found the nut on the axle 
to his hose cart removed, by whom he did 
not know. 

Jeffries being again called, stated that 
eeveral times Heany would not help him 
about hitching up, and he had to call out~- 
side help. Heany had also lighted the 
fire in the engine before the colts were 
released, and caused a good deal of 
trouble, because the colts would not go 
through the smoke. Heany had also 
pushed the electric button which acts to 
release the horses from their stalls, and 
had done it at times when they should 
not have been released. 

Heany explained why he had pushed 
ene of the horses loose?’ He feared that, 
if he put it back himgplf, Jeffries would 
think he was trying to ‘“‘job’’ him. He 
osha rang the bell so as to call Jef- 


the button by stating i he had found 


Trin Collins, a callman of engine com- 
pany No. 8, stated that, as far as he 
knew, Heany had always answered the 
assistant chief when spoken to by him. 

Heany stated, in his own behalf, that, 
with a coil-boiler engine, such as he has, 
it required all his time to attend to it, 
and he has no time to help the driver. 

At this point the board adjourned until 
afternoon.

The charges of Heany vs. Jeffries were 
taken up, and Heany and Jeffries were 
called in.

The Case of Ritzman vs. Burnham Decided 
- by Judge York—Court, Notes. 

. Judge York rendered an opinion yester- 

day in the case of J. W. Ritzman vs. F. 

E. Burnham,.in which he orders judgment 


_for the defendant. 


Plaintiff sued for the value of certain 
horses sold. by a constable at the instance 
of defendant, under an execution issued 
from a Justice Court, on a judgment alleged 
to be void. 

Judge York previously, on a demurrer 
to the complaint, held on the facts alleged 
in the complaint that the judgment was 
void. Those facts were substantially 
proven on the trial. In his answer defend- 
ant, among other things, set up an appeal 
to the Superior Court from the judgment 
of the Justice Court, and a dismissal of 
that appeal by the“former court on motion 
of this defendant—the plaintiff in that ac- 
tion; also a conversion of a certain horse 
and buggy belonging to this defandant 


| by the plaintiff in this action for. the value 


of which, in the Justice Court, judgment 
was rendered in favor of this defendant, 
the plaintiff in that action, against this 
plaintiff, the defendant in that action. 
The effect of the dismissal of the appeal 
presented a close question, and in discuss- 
ing the points raised the court say8: 

“Counsel for defendant contends that 
the effect of such dismissal is an affirm- 
ance of the judgment of the Justice Court 
by this court, and makes the judgment 
of the Justice Court ip effect a judgment 
of this court. Sec. 953, Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, provides that the dismissal of an 
appeal is in effect an affirmance of the 
judgment or order appealed from. The 
Justice Court judgment, though void, and 
subject to collateral attack was also ap-. 
pealable. .If on an appeal by the defendant 
in that case this court had decided that the 
judgment appealed from was rendered by 
the justice within his jurisdiction and had 
affirmed the judgment, the judgment 
thereafter would not have been subject 
to collateral attack, notwithstanding the 
fact that the judgment of this court would 
have been erroneous—on thé maxim that 
‘the judgment of a court having jurisdic- 
tion of the cause and of the parties makes 
black white and white black.’ , 

“If the dismissal of the appeal was such 
affirmance, the effect was make that 
judgment valid, precisely the same as a 
judgment of affirmance on the merits 
would have been ut there is a greater 
obstacle in the way, of plaintiff’s recovery 
in this action. Thée’sale by the constable 
under the execution issued by the justice 
on that judgment was ratified by this 
plaintiff—the defendant in the Justice 
Court action. ‘Void judicial sales may be 
ratified either directly or by a course of 
conduct which estops the party from deny- 
ing their validity. . . ,

this action, contending 
t sale was void. He retains the 
obtained and admits the 
validity of his father’s title to the horses 
sold, on the theory that the sale is valid, 
and asks this court to give him judgment 
for the value of the property sold on the 
theory that the sale was void. 

assertion of owflership of this de- 
fendant’s horse and buggy and use of it 
as his own, claiming ownership by reason 
of said sale of bis own horses, was ‘an 
affirmance that his title to the horses sold 
had passed to the purchaser by virtue of 
the constable sale,’ a fact which he has 
confirmed by leasing those horses from 
the purchaser. After ‘having affirmed the 
Sale by the constable by acts which are 
unequivocal in their meaning and made 
with a full knowledge of all the facts, and 
especially without any conscionable at- 
tempt at recission of that ratification, he 
cannot now be heard to say that that sale 
was void. Judgment should, therefore, be 
ontered for defendant, and it is so or- 


cored.

The second day's session of the Califor- 
nia Universalist Convention opened 
Wednesday morning at 9 o’clock, at Pasa- 
dena. 

Rev. A. A. Rice of Los Angeles led the 
meeting, and the first business in order 
was the reading of official reports.

On business: Rev. S. Goodenough of 
Oakland, L. M. Andrews, Santa Paula, 
Dr. E. L. Conger. 

On nominations: W. H. Hardison of 
Santa Paula, G. P. Robinson of Oakland, 
and F. H. Vallette. (F. H. Vallette de- 
clined to act and C. H. Keyes was ap- 
pointed in his place.) 

On credentials: L. M. Andrews of Santa 
Paula, W. Taylor of Riverside and Mrs. 
Deere of Riverside. 

The principal part of the morning ses- 
sion was devoted to memorial services to 
Hon. Amos G. Throop. 

Rev. Florence Kollock opened the serv- 
ice by referring in tender terms to Father 
Throop as the founder of the Universalist 
Church in Pasadena and Rev. EB. L. Con- 
ger followed with a loving tribute to the 
‘good man’s work and worth in this com- 
munity. Rev. Ada C. Bowles told of his 
helpful work in establishing the church 
in Pomona. Rev. Amanda Deyo spoke 
touchingly of her personal reminiscences 
of her acquaintance with Father Throop, 
his grand character and sweet humility. 
D. Gaylord, J. D. Yocum, Rev. L. ci An- 
drews and several others offered suitable 
remarks, all bearing testimony as to the 
noble character and exemplary life of the 
departed. After this service the commun- 
ion service followed. 

At 12 o’clock luncheon was served in the 
Sunday-school room to more than one 
bundred delegates and friends of the par- 
ish. The dining-room in the hands of 
Mrs. Hartwell presented a most attrac- 
tive appearance and an abundant and 
appetizing luncheon was served. The 
tables were beautifully decorated with 
sweet peas arranged artistically, and con- 
tributed by Mrs. Rosenbaum. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session opened with a 
business meeting at 1 o’clock. Rev. G.. H. 
Deere of Riverside acted as chairman: 
Rev. E. L. Conger as secretary. 

The report of M. E. Wood, auditor of 
Pasadena parish financial affairs, was sub- 
mitted and approved. Mr. Taylor sub- 
mitted the parish report for Riverside. 
Reports from Pomona, Santa Paula, San 
Diego, Pasadena, ‘Oakland, Los Angeles

Shortly after 2 o’clock the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary meeting was called to order by the 
“president, Mrs. H. B. Manford. Mrs. Man- 
ford acted as chairman, Miss E. C. Lentz 
as secretary. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Amanda Deyo of San Diego. An address 
of welcome was offered by Mrs. Manford, 
and a business meeting followed. 

After the reading of the secretary’s re- 
port, and. treasurer’s report, reports were 
received from the branches at Pomona, San 
Bernardino, San Diego, Oakland, Los An- 
geles and others. An annual report of the 
board of directors of the association was 
next read by the president, Mrs. H. B. 
Manford. This was a somewhat lengthy 
report of special interest only to members 
of the association. 

A tribute to the memory of “Father” 
Throop was next read by the secretary, 
which had been prepared by appointment 
by the president, Mrs. H. B. Manford. 

This was followed by the president’s ad- 
dress. Mrs. Manford spoke of the author- 
ity of the church for its missionary work 
and of woman’s special adaptability for 
this work. She also referred to woman’s 
wide-spread influence in the church and her 
growing importance in all the affairs of 
life, urging upon her hearers the necessity 
of planting the standard of truth and right- 
eousness in every land and especially at 
the threshold of home. Mrs. Manford 
spoke earnestly of the necessity of ag- 
gressive work by the members of this as- 
sociation. 

At the conclusion of this address a 
rising vote of thanks was extended to the 
president of the association for her faithful 
services during the past year as: an ap- 
preciation on the part of the association 
of her trying and arduous duties and ener- 
getic performance of the same. 

The election of officers for the ensuing 
year followed with the following result: 
President, Mrs. H. B. Manford, Sierra 
Madre; vice-president, Mrs. Snyder, Po- 
mona; secretary, Miss E. C. Lentz, Pasa- 
dena; treasurer, Miss L. N. Shaw, Oakland. 

The address on ““‘Woman’s Work,’’ which 
was to have been given by Miss L. N. 
Shaw of Oakland, was not read, although 
prepared and sent for that purpose. Owing 
to the length of previous addresses and 
some delays this matter was crowded out 
much to the regret of all present, as it 
contained valuable and interesting sug- 
gestions. 

More than $43 dollars was contributed, 
partly in membership fees, to the asso- 
ciation during the afternoon meeting. The 
session closed with an address by Rev. 
Florence Kollock and the singing of the 
missionary hymn, ‘‘From Greenland’s Icy 
Mountains.”’ 

EVENING SESSION. 

The convention met again at 7:30 p.m., 
when two very interesting papers were 
read on the attitude of the church toward 
the community. Rev. Ada C. Bowles of 
Pomona discussed the relation of the 
church to the social and intellectual life of 
the community. She opened her address 
by saying that the tendency to stratifica- 
tion in society is so strong, even in gov- 
ernments, that the essential unity of the 
race, artistic progress and the highest 
form of religion would be lost sight of 
but for.some counteracting power which, 
like that which controls matter, has its 
own “persistence of force and conservation 
of energy, which means the indestructibil- 
ity of power.”’ 

If force had unrestricted play. all the 
atoms in the universe would gravitate to 
@& common center and ultimately form a 
perfect sphere in which no life could exist 
and no work be done. If energy had un- 
resisted play all the atoms in the universe 
would be driven asunder and remain for- 
ever separated with like result of change- 
less, powerless views. The stratification 
of the units of the community with the 
Four Hundred in the upper stratum, 
called ‘‘society,’’ and the four million in 
the lowest, called the slums, is a conditipn 
of social disorder which religion or the 
church is bound to change through power

The earth over the 
pipe was removed for several feet in both 
directions so as to be sure that no leaks 
were left.

A wedge of wood is not driven 
directly into the leak as would be sup- 
pcsed, for it is found that, although it may | 
stop the flow of leakage at that point, the 
wedge serves to separate the staves for a. 
little distance in each of the two directions | 
of the crack and may make the leak | 
greater than before. The repair is made 
by driving a chisel into the wood stave a 
half-inch or go from the crack and in | 
wood in a direction parallel with it. 


Into a similar split on the other , 
side of the crack another -wedge of wood 
is driven and the two wedges thus serve 
to crowd the edges of the two staves close 
together at the crack and stop the leak 
without causing a leak at some other point.

Roscoe 

A Jury Secured and ‘lens 
Evidence: Heard. 


Details of Yesterday’s Proceedings in 
Department 


Conductor Odell Tells How the Train Was 
Ditched on the Night of the Second Rob- 
bery—What Fireman La Grange 

Saw and Heard. 


The trial of the alleged Roscoe wens?” 
robbers has commenced. , 
Department One of the Superior Court 
held a crowd of people yesterday morning 
when the regular session was called, and 
all day long the mass of humanity craned 


| their necks and strained their ears to 


gain a look at the Roscoe suspects, and 
to hear what was said in the course of the 
day’s proceedings. 

Walter Thorne, John Comstock and Pat- 
rick Fitzsimmons were all on exhibition 
before the court, jury and audience in 
answer to the charge prefrred against 
them, a conviction of which may result 


in the infliction of capital punishment. 


- The details of the daring ‘‘hold-ups”’ 
which occurred at the little station of 


Roscoe are still fresh in the minds of the, 


public. The first was attended by no loss 
of life and but little treasure was carried 
off by the robbers, but the second was 
more disastrous. In the latter case the 
train was wrecked and a fireman | and 
tramp were killed. 

All things being considered, the detec- 
tives, after careful investigation, became 
convinced that the perpetrators of the out- 
rages had taken-a course in the direction 
of the Tejunga region in making their es- 
cape from the scene of, the crime. ~ 

Being suspicious that the robbers re- 
sided in the neighborhood mentioned, the 
officers gvent to work on the case with this 
circumstance as a clew. First Alva John- 
son was accused, among others, of having 
committed the crime, but an examination 
developed no evidence sufficient to hold 
him. 

Finally Detective Marsh picked up Max 
Shroeder as a suspect, and afterwards the 
present defendants were arrested. It was 
said that a number of circumstances which 
pointed toward the guilt of the men had 
come to the knowledge of those who were 
following the trail, and upon an investiga- 
tion the grand jury brought in indict- 
ments. Subsequently Shroeder was sent 
to the penitentiary to serve time for burg- 
lary, and the first case against the men 
was dismissed, the trial on the second 
charge coming on regularly yesterday. 

The entire forenoon was taken up by 
the examination of jurors and the process 
was a slow one. 

Dist.-Atty. Dillon and Deputy Conkling 
represented the people, while R. A. Ling 
and H. H. Appel, Esqs., appeared for the 
defense. 

At 12 o’clock the following jurors had 
been accepted and sworn: John Webber, 
Fremont Cobb, George A. Chapel, Stephen 
R. Ibbotson, W. M. Allison, D. C. An- 
drews, Charles J. Fallon, Philip Buck, 
Winchester Gillet and Peter Keefer. 

John C. Dickson and Dallas D. Cate 
were thén drawn, but their examination 
was not taken up until afternoon. 

At 2 o’clock the courtroom was rapidly 
filled again, and, when order was called, 
standing room was in great demand. At- 
torney Ling took up the examination cf 
the two jurors last drawn and both were 
excused. 

R. W. Pridham and R. F. Bain were then 
called and again the defense excused both 
of the men. J. H. Green and B. F. Van 
Tress next took their places in the box. 
This time the prosecution excused Mr. 
Van Tress and the defense Mr. Green. 

Frank Gurling and H. C. Thomas were 
finally chosen to complete the panel. 

Clerk Forrester-then read the indictment 
to the jury and the case for the people was 
opened. 

All witnesses were placed under the 
rule, and ordered to retire to the waiting- 
room until their names were called, and 
this closed the preliminartes. 

“Call your witnesses, gentlemen,” 
rected the court. 

-G. H. Odell was first sworn. 
“State your name and business,’”’ was 
the opening question asked by Mr. Conk- 
ling,.to which the witness replied: 

“T am a conductor. I was running on a 
train of the Southern Pacific on the night 
of February 15, between this city and Bak- 


di- 


' ersfield. The train was known as the Pacific 
' Express. 


We.went that night as far as 

Roscoe. We were running at the ae 
rate of speed, and were brought to a 
standstill by having the train. ditched at 
the station. As soon as the train stopped 
I got out on the ground and looked to- 
ward the engine. A cloud of dust was 
rising from the derailed engine and cars, 
and two men were coming down alongside 
the track. They were both armed and 
were cursing and swearing. When I saw 


. them I started back into the train and 


as I put my foot on the step one of the 
men fired .several shots into the ground. 
I went imside and told the passengers to 
keep guiet as I did not think that they 
would be injured if they obeyed. While I 
was in the smoking car a passenger raised 
the window and some one fired a shot and 
said, ‘You —— -——, keep your head in.’ 
I went through the train several times 
with the idea of watching to see in 
which direction they went away. The men 
finally went off on the left-hand side of the 
train. There were seven men at the tirae. 
I saw them go away into the bushes. Two 
of the party were trainmen, who had been 
forced to. go with the robbers when they 
left. The two trainmen came back in a 
few moments. It was moonlight, but the 
clouds were thick. After the men went 
away I walked up to the engine and found 
the fireman pinioned between the engine 
and tender. Under a cylinder there was 
an unknown man lying doubled up, dead. 
We tried to get the fireman out and just 
as we got him out he died. We then 
waited for some time until an engine 


came and pulled the train back to this 


city.”’ 

On cross-examination the conductor said 
that he had not noticed any spotted pacing 
dog about the train at the time of the 
robbery, neither had he observed that any 
of the mem stuttered in their speech. 

J. F. Brown, an engineer, had been a 
passenger on the train wrecked at Roscoe 
on the night of February 15: “I got off 
the platform when the train stopped,’”’ he, 
said, 
the track. He fired a couple of shots and 
told us to get back into the train, and I 
went back. After the men had gone I 
went forward to the engine to assist in 
getting the fireman out of the wreck. The 
man I saw on the outside of the train at 
first had a light-colored coat on. I could 
not tell what kind of a hat he wore.” 

Mr. Brown’s. testimony was short and 
was furnished merely for the purpose of 
establishing the corpus delicti. 

Benjamin La Grange, the extra fireman, 
who had ridden in the cab on the night 
in question, said that just, before going 
into the ditch at Roscoe the engineer had 
cried: ‘‘Look out, boys, or you will get 
shot.’’ In a moment the train was ditched. 
“Two men came up and told me to hold 
up my hands,’’ narrated the young man, 
-“and compelled me to go with them. One 
of the men placed a bomb on the express 
car door and told me to set it off, and the 
othe went down the train, shooting as he

SANTA BARBARA, June 6.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The prospect for crops in the 
northern part of the county has changed to 
a wonderful extent.
